MESSAGE  FROM  RUSSIA 

It  is  one  of  the  great  pleasures  of  traveling  with  a 
Quaker  Traveling  \Iinute  to  be  friends  at  once  with 
Friends  in  foreign  countries.  In  Soviet  Russia  the 
place  of  Friends  is  taken  by  the  Baptists,  the  most 
rapidly  growing  church  in  the  countiA'.  Friends  have 
often  called  in  Moscow  on  Pastor  Kareev^  at  the  Head- 
quarters of  the  Russian  Baptist  Church.  I am  glad  to 
report  here  the  message  which  he  personally  penned 
on  the  Traveling  Minute  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting, 
which  I handed  to  him  after  attending  service  in  his 
overcrowed  church : 

“We,  the  members  of  the  Council  of  the  Union  of 
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Baptist  Churches  in  the  USSR,  were  pleased  to  meet 
with  Brother  Theodore  Van  Lane  in  the  Moscow  Bap- 
tist CImrch  and  to  share  with  him  friendly  and  pleas- 
ant relations.  We  are  glad  that  the  ties  of  love,  peace, 
and  friendship  with  Quakers  of  various  countries  are 
growing  and  deepening,  and  we,  the.  Baptists  of  the 
USSR,  are  ready  also  in  the  future  to  maintain  the 
most  friendly  contacts  with  them  for  the  welfare  of 
our  peoples  and  for  the  promotion  of  peace  in  the  en- 
tire world.” 

I should  say  in  conclusion  that  all  the  churches 
which  I visited  in  Leningrad,  Kiev,  and  Moscow  were 
crow'ded  with  people  of  all  ages  and  all  descriptions, 
(he  younger  people  being  decidedly  prominent.  And 
there  is  increasing  evidence  in  the  Soviet  press  about 
the  popularity  of  religion.  This  of  course  poses  new 
problems  for  the  Communist  Party,  in  an  old  conflict 
in  which  both  sides  are  botlr  right  and  wrong.  As 
Friends,  therefore,  we  should  beware  of  taking  a parti- 
san attitude,  for  the  issues  are  comple.x  and  unlike  any 
in  our  own  society.

There  was  concern  e.xpressed  over  using  a meeting 
for  worship  as  a means  of  protest,  but  there  was  gen- 
eral acceptance  of  the  idea  that  such  a meeting  in 
pubhc  could  be  a seeking  for  guidance  and  be  a pub- 
lic demonstration  of  penitence. 

In  accord  with  the  plans  of  the  Peace  and  Service 
Committee,  December  21st  is  set  as  the  date  for  meet- 
ing at  Lompoc.  The  Quarterly  Meeting  sent  a minute 
to  its  Monthly  Meetings  stating  that  we  would  en- 
courage and  support  Friends  who  desired  to  partici- 
pate, and  urging  Meetings  to  support  their  members 
in  their  acts  of  conscience.

FRIENDS  CONFERENCE  ON  RACE  RELATIONS 

‘T  write  because,  in  the  midst  of  a crooked  and  per- 
verse nation,  given  to  the  dark  arts  of  segregation,  we 
do  not  shine  as  lights  in  the  world,  but  have  surrren- 
dered  ourselves  to  the  power  of  darkness  . . . 

“No  man  speaking  by  the  .spirit  of  God  calls  another 
man  inferior  because  of  his  darker  skin.  If  a person 
be  righteous,  he  is  not  made  evil  by  his  color;  if  a 
person  be  evil,  he  is  not  made  righteous  by  his  white- 
ness. In  Jesus  Christ  neither  whiteness  availeth  any- 
thing, nor  color,  but  faith  working  through  love. 

“For  this  cause  I bow  my  knees  unto  the  Father, 
of  whom  the  whole  family  in  heaven  and  earth  is 
named. 

“Tliat  he  would  grant  us,  according  to  the  richness 
of  his  mercy,  to  be  rooted  and  grounded  in  love,  and 
filled  with  all  the  fullness  of  God,  that  we  may  be  no 
longer  a white  churcli  and  a colored  church  but  one 
Ghristian  church,  a liglit  to  lighten  the  darkness  of 
our  age.” 

Excerpts  from  Fred  Wentzel’s  Epistle  to 
White  Christians  were  (pioted  by  tlie  keynote 


speaker,  David  Stanfield,  at  the  1958  American 
Friends  Conference  on  Raee  Relations,  at  West- 
town  Sehool,  Pennsylvania,  August  29  to  Sep- 
tember 1.  David  Stanfield,  a minister  of  North 
Caroline  Yearly  Meeting,  asked  us  to  consider 
whether  there  is  not  ineonsistency  between  our 
profession  of  freedom  from  raee  prejudice  and 
the  absence  of  minority  groups  in  the  member- 
ship of  our  Meetings;  whether  it  is  not  true 
that  we  cherish  peace  and  harmony  in  our 
Meetings  more  than  the  growing  experience 
which  sometimes  comes  about  through  aeeept- 
ance  of  controversy  and  dissension.  Alost  of 
us,  he  suggested,  “think  of  our  Meetings  as  tight 
little  circles  of  friendly,  gentle  folk  who  are 
culturally,  educationally,  and  economically  cut 
to  about  the  same  pattern.”  A real  change  is 
needed,  a change  of  heart,  through  a living  re- 
ligion that  is  acted  upon  rather  than  talked 
about. 

There  were  Friends  present  at  the  confer- 
enee  from  Texas,  Little  Rock,  New  Orleans, 
Georgia,  North  Carolina,  Virginia,  Maryland, 
New  York  state.  New  England  and  the  Middle 
West,  a large  number  from  Pennsylvania,  and 
the  two  representatives  from  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting. 

Individual  Friends  made  very  moving  reports 
of  their  personal  envolvements  in  tense  situa- 
tions like  Little  Rock,  Virginia  and  Georgia.  It 
was  apparent,  too,  that  Meetings  in  the  North 
and  West,  though  having  less  dramatic  instances 
to  report,  are  also  aware  of  the  problems  and 
are  searching  for  Friendly  ways  to  deal  with 
them 

A concern  was  presented  whieh  was  strongly 
laid  on  eaeh  of  us;  that  Friends  often  tend  to 
act  individually  without  presenting  their  eon- 
eerns  to  their  Monthly  Meeting.  Or  if  they  do 
share  concenis,  they  often  do  not  wait  for  the 
Meeting  to  get  under  the  weight  of  them  be- 
fore they,  as  individuals,  take  aetion.  A eorol- 
lary  of  this  seems  to  be  that  Meetings  have  be- 
eome  so  tolerant  of  a diversity  of  attitude  that 
it  is  often  diffieult  to  know  what,  as  a Meeting 
of  Friends,  we  do  stand  for.  It  is  more  comfor- 
table to  ignore  differences  in  values,  rather  than 
attempting  to  reeoneile  them,  and  so  we  keep 
a kind  of  surface  peace  and  harmony. 

It  may  be  in  connection  with  this  state  of  af- 
fairs that  Negroes  have  frequently  had  oecasion 
to  remark  that,  although  they  have  become 
acquainted  with  individual  Friends  in  eom- 
munity  work,  they  have  not  come  to  know’ 
Friends  as  members  of  Meetings  or  ehurches. 
In  this  eountry,  as  contrasted  with  India,  the 
burden  of  direet  action  has  been  carried  by  the 
minority  groups  themselves;  there  is  respon- 
sibility laid  on  us  to  identify  ourselves,  in  our 
feelings  and  actions,  with  those  w’ho  suffer  op- 
pression and  injustice.

Suggestions  for  action,  born  of  the  experiences 
of  Friends,  were  brought  to  the  conference. 
Visits  and  interchanges  were  mentioned,  one  of 
the  most  nnusnal  being  in  New  York,  where  a 
minister  invited  white  people  from  the  country 
to  the  city  to  see  the  sights  and  visit  in  the 
homes  of  Negroes  and  Japanese- Americans.  As 
a result  the  guests  next  invited  their  hosts  for 
a return  visit  to  the  country.  It  often  seems  a 
better  basis  for  understanding  if  intercultural 
meetings,  instead  of  being  oriented  to  problems 


of  race  relations,  work  on  some  common  com- 
munity problem  such  as  public  health  or  educa- 
tion. 

Friends  from  the  South  voiced  a concern  that 
“love  teams”  of  concerned  Friends  and  like- 
minded  persons  visit  them  to  encourage  those 
who  are  working  toward  integration  by  peaceful 
means.  This  was  discussed  by  the  conference, 
and  Victor  Paschkis,  a friend  from  New  York 
City,  volunteered  to  travel  in  the  coming  year 
on  this  kind  of  mission.  Solicitation  for  funds 
for  his  travel  was  made  at  the  conference  and 
will  be  made  to  Friends  throughout  the  country. 

Both  of  us  are  grateful  to  the  Yearly  Meeting 
for  having  sent  us  to  represent  them.  Though 
we  in  the  West  do  not  have  the  dramatic  pro- 
blems of  the  South  and  some  of  the  Eastern 
states,  there  are  social  practices  and  attitudes 
within  the  confines  of  our  Yearly  Aleeting  which 
are  very  far  from  conforming  to  Quaker  ideals 
of  human  relationships. 

We  will  be  happy  to  correspond  with  Meet- 
ings about  particular  problems,  to  make  avail- 
able further  information  and  resource  materials, 
and  to  suggest  contacts  in  local  vicinities,  to 
the  best  of  our  ability.  We  also  stand  ready  to 
visit  Meetings  within  reasonable  distance  to 
share  this  concern.
